To the School Board of Newfields, N. H.: 


It gives me pleasure to submit my annual report as 
superintendent of the Newfields schools, the thirteenth 
in the series. 

The pupils of Newfields are located in various ele- 
mentary and high school grades as follows:

The wisdom of retaining in service teachers of ma- 
turity and experience, who have shown ability and a 
knowledge and understanding of local conditions, con- 
tinues to be apparent. We have technical means of check- 
ing and testing which tell us of the progress the pupils are 
making in our schools. Visits of inspection and supervision, 
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consultations with teachers, hearing of lessons, examina- 
tion of actual school work and the use of standard tests of 
a more formal kind constitute these means. The results 
of these measures during the past year have been uniform- 
ly good. I commend the teachers to your notite as being 
zealously devoted, not only to the usual school duties, but 
to theit duties as citizens. 1 also commend the School 
Nurse for a large measure of success in her work, a work 
of definite and vital importance to the individual pupil 
and to the community. The part played in the past year 
by home and parent and by citizens at large has been an- 
other factor in the ptesent success of the school. Schools 
will rately be unsuccessful where there is this full under- 
standing and coopetation. We believe that if we do not 
produce in our schools well behaved citizens we fail in our 
mission, and we talk much in the school about conduct on 
the street and in the home. We are very thankful for the 
strong reinforcement which we in the schools receive from 
our neighbors and from the parents of our pupils. We have 
material evidence of this interest in the gift of screens for 
all the school house windows, and in the milk now pro- 
vided daily for each pupil. Our thanks are due the Parent- 
Teacher Association for these gifts. 

In the interest of economy a number of the statistical 
tables which my report has contained of late years have 
been eliminated. I include, however, three of the most im- 
portant, those giving information about the life of the 
school as regards attendance, size and the like. I commend 
them to your notice. 

We, who are actively engaged in the schools, are glad 
to have this opportunity to acknowledge publicly our ob- 
ligation to all those interested in our work.
